These meet and discuss the points 
in disagreement, 
Tin* conferees of the senate give S 
up some items and tile conferees of 
the house agree to some, or vice 
versa. Finally they get together on 
a bill somewhere between the posi­ 
tion taken by each house. 
Often it happens the conferees do 
not give 
up easily. Conferences 
have been known to drag on for 
days or weeks and some have run 
for months. Usually, however, the 
conferees get together, and as a rule 
the conference report is adopted by 
both houses.
